LoMDOir, Jane 81.— Qneen Viotoria 
begia ^ oaUbmtton of her jabilee, 
commeioumtiiig the 60th year of her 
reign, jeeterday, as was bofittiiiK her 
entire career, before; the altar of her 
faith. Throughout London, the United 
Kingdom and the empire, in erery ca- 
thedral, charoh or chapel of the estab- 
Uihed ohoroh at England was held 
•«rvio« rimilar to those at St. George's 
chapel, Windsor, where her majesty 
paid her dovotioiu Mid offered Solemn 
thanks to God. 

The announcement that the serrices 
at St. Oeorge's chapel would be private 
and for the memben of the royal fam- 
ily, prevented the gathering of a large 
crowd. The scene was most impressive 
and the servioep were simple. Hear 
nudertj latintha choir of state im- 
mediately In ftront of the commnnion 
tail and Jut beside the brass plate 
whose inscription designates the spot 
which was the temporaiy place of in- 
terment of the prince consort. 

The ladies and gentlemen who are 
the grand ofBoers m the qneen's house- 
hold entered first, followed by the mili- 
tary knights of Windsor in the full 
costnmeof cook hats and scarlet coats. 

TheDnke of Devonshire and Lord 
Rosebery occnpied their stalls as 
Knights of the Garter. The rest of the 
chnroh was empty, the seat* of the 
toyaX family beiugnear the qneen's. 

The dean of Windsor, wearing the 
insignia of chaplain of the Orier of the 
Garter, ofQciated, assisted by the lord 
bishop of Barry and several canons. 

Pttnctoally at 11 o'clock, amid the 
soft strains of an oigan voluntary, the 
qneen arrived from the cloisters at the 
entrAnOe. Assisted bv her Indian at- 
tendant, she walked slowly to the chair 
of state, the congregation standiuR. 
She was dressed all in black, except for 
a white tuft in her bonnel 

impress Frederick of Germany, at- 
tired m deep black, took the seat at the 
right of the queen, while the Duke of 
Connaught, wearing his Windsor nni- 
f orm, seated himself at her left. The 
others grouped closely behind and 
looked very like a simple family of wor- 
Khipers. Among them were the Duchess 
of Connaught, Prince Henry of Prussia 
and Princess Henry, Prince Christian 
and Princess Christian, with their chil- 
dren, Princess Henry of Battenburg, 
the Grand Duke Sergiua and the grand 
duchess. 

Ordinary morning prayers began with 
a short exhortation from First Timothy. 

After the first collect, a special col- 
lect was read and instead of the usual 
jirayer for the iiueen and royal family, 
two special prayer.s were fiiibKtitiitod. 

A special prayer for unity w a.s said, 
and there special psahns and gospels 
uKed instead of those for the day, the 
gosjxl being sixteenth verse of the 
twenty-second chapter of St. Mat- 
tlipw : "Render, tlierefore, unto Caesar 
tlu' things which are Caesar's." 
■ There wa.s no sornidii, but a special 
hymn written by the Right liov. Wil- 
liam Walsham, lord bishop of Wake- 
lield, with nmsie by Sir Arthur Salli- 
van, W1V8 fiung at her majesty's reiiuest. 

The choir of St. George's chapel ren- 
der» <l the musical portion of the service, 
Sir Walter Parrett jm siding at the or- 
gan. The service last( <l inniinutes, the 
(jueen remaining seated throughout and 
following closeiy the MNOiai pnjers 
and hymn. 

At the end th(>re was a pause. The 
queen, with bowed head, continued in 
silent prayer. Then followed a touch- 
ing scene which will ever linger in the 
memory of those who witnessed it. 
Summoning Empress Frederick, who 
bowed low at her side, the quei'U kissed 
her on both cheeks. The Duke of Con- 
naught and the otliers of the family 
followed, receiving on bended knee a 
similar token of affection. In many 
cases the recipient was kissed several 
times. 

The queen was profoundly moved, 
and tears rolled down her cheeks. At 
last, and evidently witli great relu< - 
tance, she beckoned her Indiun attend- 
ant, and leaning on her arm, passed 
slowly oat of the chapel, the entire oou- 
gregation standing, the soft light fall- 
ing through the multi-colored windows 
and the exquisite strains of the organ 
rising and swelling beneath the gothic 
bannered roof. It was a scene never to 
be forgotten and thrilled all present 
with strong emotions. 

At St. George's chapel, Windsor, in 
the afternoon, a special musical service 
was held at which most of the members 
of the royal family, except the queen 
and Empress Freder^k, who had at- 
tended tue morning service, were pres- 
ent. Mendelssohn's "Hymn of Praise " 
was song by Madame Albani. Edward 
Lloyd and the dioirof the cliapel, as- 
Bisted by the Windsor and Eton choral 
and Madrigal societies. 

Several of the pulpits of the city were 
occupied by American preachers all of 
whom alluded in the most feeling terms 
to the queen's life and character. 
Bishop Coxe4)reached at the Windsor 
parish church and Bishop Wnipple at' 
All SainU, Margaret street. Rev. (). 
W. H. HUtmm, chaplain of the United 
States senate, preached at the Qneen's 
Park Ck»gregational chapel, in the 
Harrow road. 

The morning papers today are wholly 
devoted .to the Jnbilee special articles, 
personal mtttniolrs and reminescenoes of 
the qneen and the royal family.

starvation. As it is, they have had le«s 
than one-third time since last Novem- 
ber: 

Never in the history of this valley 
was there such distress as now exists 
here. Bnsiness is depreued, hundreds 
of men seen idle in the streets daily, 
and not a w of holtoe for the immediate 
future. It is the impression here that 
the miners will' not accept a reduction. 
The operators say they concede that the 
])rice of digging is now too low, and 
they will ask for no change unless 
driven to do so by competition.

Ruiz, the widow of 
Dr. Ruiz, against the Spanish govern- 
ment by the payment of I^O.OiH) with 
the under^tandiing that the United 
States will not press an oOUdal claim, 
Mrs. Ruiz said : 

"Never will I accept anything direct 
from tlio Spanish. I am in the hands 
of the United States government, and 
all overttu'es from Spain must be made 
to it. Whatever the government ad- 
vises me to do I will do, bat Spain i^ast 
not try to deal with me." 

Mrs. Ruiz said she did n(^t known 
whether she would acei pt !MO,(X)0 or 
nr)t. She intimated that if the govern- 
ment was aatislied she would be.

"President MoKinley believes that 
Cuba most altimately be annexed to 
the United States. The withdrawal of 
the Spanish troops will lead to a repeti- 
tion of the Hawaiian incident."

Washinotom, June 31.— Senator Per- 
kins. Republican, of Oalifomia, is 

strongly disposed to join his Demooratio 
colle.igne. Senator White, in opposition 
to the proposed annexation of Hawaii. 
''I am familiar with the islaudi," said 
he, "and I am very doubtful as to the 
wisdom of this policy. There is one 
point of soow moment," coBtinned Mr. 
Perkins, "that I have not yet seen 
touched upon, within the last year or 
two there have been a large number of 
merchant vessels built on tl:o Clvdo for 
the Hawaiian trade. They fly the Ha- 
waiian flag, but are English vessels. 
Under the proposed treaty those ships 
would naturally become entitled to 
American registry, for thef woaldcbme 
in with the islands.

"There is nothing in the treaty to 
prevent them from coming in, nor to 
prevent the Englishmen from bailding 
more vessels in onticipatimi of annexa- 
tion, and claiming American r^stry 
for all of them. In that case they 
would probably soon take away all of 
oar coastwise trade and demoralize for 
some years our shipyards. 

"There is another and perhaps more 
interesting question involved. The an- 
nexation of Hawaii would, it seems to 
me, utterly ruin the beet sugar indus- 
try that is now beginnintr to assume 
considerable proportions in California 
and other parts of the west. 

"With coolie labor the Hawaiians can 
produce sugar and refine it for 2 cunts a 
pound."

ADJUSTINO THE DIFFERBNGES. 

Senators I>o Not no|>o to CnucIuUe the 
I Consldoration of tho Bill by tho Close 
of the Prasont Wook, but Thry Expect 
by That TImo to Be Able to Say Wbeo 
They Can. 

WAMnxoTON, June 21.— The Repub- 
lican senators in charge of the tariff bill 
begin to feel that the end almost is in 
sight. They do not hope to conclude 
the consideration of the bill by the close 
of the present week, but they expect by 
that time to be able to say when they 
can complete the work. 

As a matter of fact the diffloulty of 
adjusting differences in their own party 
is causing the managers more perplexity 
at present than is the open opposition to 
the bill in the senate, ft has been found 
almost impossible to harmonize con- 
tending forces among Repablicans on 
the tobacco and wool schedules. The 
diiTerences on tobacco have been com- 
promised, though not to the satisfac- 
tion of all concerned, and if there 
should be another cancus before the to- 
bacco schedule is taken up in the senate 
the question is liable to be reopened 
there. 

The wool schedule will confront the 
senate at the op>>ning of the week, and 
it is Senator Allison s purpose to press 
the schedule forward to a close. Hence 
it will be impossible to postpone for a 
much longer time the settlement of the 
differences on this question. It is ex- 
pected that if the committee shoald not 
be able to announce a determination 
early in the week the matter will be re- 
ferred to an early caucus or a caucus 
may bo called if the committee fixes a 
rate not satisfaottvy to the wool men. 
There is little doubt that an advance 
will be conceded by the committee but 
the question of interest* is whether the 
increase will be all that the wool men 
demand. 

The wool schedule will, of course, 
give rise to an animated debate, but the 
Democratic senators say there is no dis- 
position on their part to needlessly pro- 
long it. There are also numerous ar- 
ticles on tho free Ust and in the "sun- 
dry" schedule which will arouse differ- 
en'-es of oinnion, and if the Republicans 
do not withdraw the internal rev- 
enue feature of the bfll, there will bo a 
sharp dash over this. 'They are prac- 
tically decided, liowever, to retreat 
from these provisions. It is also prac- 
ticiJly determined that the house pro- 
vision in regard to Hawaiian sugar will 
be continued pending the disposition of 
the Hawaiian anne.\ation treaty. 

For the rest, the question of reciproc- 
ity and the problem presented by the 
trusts in connection with the tarifF are 
Btill undetermined by the Republicans 
themselves, but there is no doubt that 
there will be more or less general de- 
bate upon any nropositions agreed to 
when presented in the senate. 

The program in the house will be the 
same as during the past week. There 
will be two sessions, one to<lay and an- 
other on Thursday. It is probable that 
the committee on rules will bring in a 
spe( i.il order for the consideration of tho 
bill aupropriating money to repair the 
dry doek at the F.rooklyu navyyard and 
the bill will no doubt be passed.

BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 



Important Baling by the Court of Appeals, 
Bit It DMiit Affeet the Lm*! 

AlMCtatl*!!. 



The Court of Appeals rendered an iin 
portant decision Saturday affecting ttie 
boildinff and loan aaaooiationa doing bnsi 
mm in this But*. 

The style of the case, in which the 
judgment of the lower court is reversed, 
is "John Bimpson vs. the Citisens' Bnild 
ing and Loan Association," appeal from 
Jefferson County. The opinion was 
written by Judge Hazelrigg, and was de- 
clared by auch lawyers as ex-Chief Jus- 
tioa Pryor to b« not only azoeptionally 
able, but "nnanswerable." The whole 
court was sitting. 

The meaning of this opinion of rever- 
sal is, in a nntshell : Building and loan 
associations have no right to charge more 
than G per cent, interest, and those w ho 
are paying and have paid such institu- 
tions more are entitled to recover same ; 
daaa on sharss of stock takan oat in con- 
nection with a loan are construed to be 
"interest," and a part of the 0 per cent , 
in excess of which the association can 
not ohaigt. 

Jadge Hasaliigg remarked after the 
court adjourned that he did not believe 
the value of stocks in building and loan 
Msociations would be affected at all by 
ths dadsloB. 

A part of the opinion holds not only 
that dues on stock taken out in connec- 
tion with a borrow, are part of the six 
par oaat intaiMt limit, bat holds that 
the remedial act passed by the Lej^isla- 
ture in 1S:):3 is unconstitutional. This 
act, which authorizes building and loan 
Msooiations to charge debtors intersat or 
Ui aquivaUnt to not in esosss of 12 per 
cent, per annum, was meant to put be- 
yond question the right of tliese "mutual" 
associations to charge their borrowing 
■toekholdars mora than the lagal rate. 



The above is taken from a dispatch from 
Frankfort. Whila tha decision may ba of 

■Pacini importance to some of the build- 
ing and loan associations doing business 
in Kentucky, yet it will not affect in any 
way tha assodations bare in MaysviUa. 
They have never ehaigad over 6 per cent, 
interest, the dues are returned with the 
dividends at end of the year, and borrow- 
•n are not charged any premiums but 
M« on an equal footing with other stock- 
holder). While the decision may give 
some of the aHsociutioiiH at other ))oints 
some trouble, the stuukholders of the lo- 
cal associations need not give themselves 
any worry over the action of the court.
